COMMERCIAL AFFAIRS IN 
- THE FAR EAST. 


Report by the Hamburg Chamber 
of Commerce. 


An interesting review of tho chief 
features of the past year in connection with 
the countries of the Far East uppears in 
the Annual Report just published by the 
Chamber of Commerce ut Hamburg. The 
Roport points out, in regatd to China, that 


the present unfavourable position ol affairs 
is, apparently, only » temporary one, and 
that signs of more healthy conditions aro 
visible, while wider markets are now render. 
ed available to foreign goods through the 
Of the opening of 
the entire country there can unfortunately, 
however, be uo thought, and so much the, 
lesa so in view of tha fnet that the national 
consciousness of China just uovw is more 
than ever to the front. The Report in- 
stances in this connection tho railway 
dificultios. Referring to the Siberian 
mail route, the hope is atrongly oxpressed 
that this will be oponed at tho earliest pos- 
sible momont to trade samples and printed 
inatter. The Chamber considors that the 
zeal shown by Japan in hor desire-to play 
a leading part in China iss great danger 
to the trade of Western Powers, This is 
exhibited in the Japanese competition 
which Germany has experienced in tho 
shipping of China. In 1905 Germany still 
occupied the second and Japan third place, 
while the statistics for’ 1900 show that 
Jupan, with over 11,000,000 tonx, is far 
ahead of Germany, with abuut 7,500,000 
tona. . Referring to the trade-mark ques- 
tion, the Report says it is urgently desir- 
able, in view of the frauds practised by 
Japanesa merchants, ‘that other foreign 
Powors shall unitedly appronch the Gov- 
ernment at Tokyo in order that a atop may 
bu put to such unfair trading.
